The repo rts and co mments 
were invited by a questio nnaire o n 
metho ds o f impro ving farm live sto ck. 
The fo llo wing terse statements seem 
suitable fo r co nsideratio n by farmers 
seeking to impro ve their herds and 
flo cks: 
Terse Sta tements. 
“The cho ice o f a# herd sire will likely 
make o r break yo u in the dairy game. 
If yo u pick a go o d o ne, the price yo u 
pay is o f little co nsequence; if yo u 
pick a po o r o ne, yo u will pay to o much 
even if yo u get him fo r no thing.” 
“Pure breds are better sellers and 
make mo re meat fo r the amo unt o l 
feed and length o f time.” 
“When yo ung, untested sto ck is so ld, 
the breeder sho uld keep in to uch with 
the purchaser, so that if the sto ck 
do es no t turn o ut as it sho uld thro ugh 
no fault o f the purchaser, the breeder 
can make the deal right. 
It 
pays 
directly and indirectly, aside fro m the 
fact that it is the fair way to do .” 
“Preach individuals first and pedi­ 
grees seco nd.” 
“No ne Flat high-pro ducing co ws are 
pro fitable and tin* use o f pure bred 
sires is the sho rtest ro ad.” 
High Utility Value. 
The detailed repo rt to which the 
fo rego ing co mments were incidental 
sho ws briefly that pure bred live sto ck 
has high Utility value fro m a pro duc­ 
tio n and market standpo int, and that 
it co sts but little mo re to pro duce high- 
class animals than the o rdinary kind. 
The 
investment 
and 
o ther 
facto rs 
which appear so metimes to increase 
pro ductio n co sts are o ffset by early 
maturity and o ther impo rtant savings 
due to impro ved breeding.

Go o d Silage Keeps Well 
When It Is Transferred 
That go o d silage cun be successfully 
transferred to ano ther silo if neces­ 
sary was pro ved at the Ohio experi­ 
ment statio n as an o utco me o f a fire 
which burned a large live-sto ck barn 
•and two wo o den silo s in co nnectio n 
with it. leaving the silage unpro tected. 
The silage thus expo sed was trans­ 
ferred t<> empty and partially filled 
silo s, being blo wn into them thro ugh 
a silage cutter. 
Three men in the silo 
did a tho ro ugh jo b o f trumping. 
In filling o ne o f the silo s water was 
added at the rate o f o ne po und to 
every thirteen po unds o f silage; no 
water was added to the silage in the 
dltur. 
The 
silage fro m bo th silo s, 
w hich h a s since been fed, was o f ex­ 
cellent quality.

tests that, if the o riginal silage was
